chased for a mu ch smaller figu re 
than they are worth, and accord­ 
ing to my belief the company 
wou ld not have to hold them more 
than a year or two to realize big re­ 
tu rns on the investment.”

ago he learned to the contrary from 
some u nknown sou rce. 
He fu rther 
learned that his father’s parents 
had died in Phelps cou nty and had 
left 1,000 acres of land. 
Two weeks ago Mr. Harris re- 
ceised a letter from his nephew, 
dated at Dallas, Texas, making in­ 
qu iry regarding what disposition 
had been made of his grandfather’s 
estate.

yesterday, 
Mr. 
Harris stated th it his nephew’s 
grandfather had only two children 
— a dau ghter and a son, the latter 
you ng v'^tanslau s’ father. 
Whether 
the dau ghter is living or dead, Mr, 
Harris does not know positively, 
bu t he is inclined to the belief that 
she is dead. 
Mr. Harris wTOte to his nephew 
giving him su ch information as he 
was possessed of, and assu red him 
that he was entitled to at least a 
one*half interest in 
the property 
left by his grandfather, even if not 
all of it, hu t since then nothing has 
been heard from the you ng man. 
A year or more ago Mr. Harris 
received a letter from Wallace, in­ 
forming him that he cou ld fu rnish 
valu able 
information 
regarding 
you ng Stanslau s if a satisfactory 
reply was made to certain qu estions 
asked in the letter. 
Mr. Harris replied to the epistle, 
answering su ch 
qu estions as he 
deemed proper, bu t he never again 
heard from Wallace. 
Nlr. Harris says he believes liis 
nephew recently got hold of the 
letter written to Wallace more than 
a year ago, and thu s learned of his 
place of residence, and hence the | 
commu nication of a fortnight ago, 
making inqu iry in regard to the 
property left by his grandfather.

A fter the assault Embr ee fled to 
Kansas, and Gov. Stanley, of the 
Sunflower state, r efused to sur r en­ 
der him until he had been given 
assur ance by Gov. Stephens that 
the pr isoner would not be lynched, 
but would be awar ded a fair and 
impar tial tr ial. 
The Howar d County Adver tiser , 
published at Fayette, got out an 
extr a giving the par ticular s of the 
lynching, fr om which the follow ­ 
ing is taken : 


D E P A R T U R E FROM M EX I C O . 


Embr ee left Mexico at 3 -.43 a. m. 
in the char ge of a deputy sher iff.

THE COLD TUB. 


A Medical Journal Raises a Question as 
to Its Value. 


The Journal of Tropical iMcdicint 
has an article on the lu e of tlie c-jld 
tub in tropical countries 
In the trop­ 
ics a daily bath of some sort become^ a 
necessity for purposes of cleanliness 
alone. 
But the ‘'‘tub*’ which is 
in­ 
dulged in by 1‘hiropeans— that is im­ 
mersion in cold water, or, at any rate, 
in water that is distinctly colder than 
the body, for, ^ay, five miuiites— 
a distinct pin sioloiiical action liesides 
the removal o: dirt, and the q nest ion 
is whether tlii^ is good or bad. 
It is 
nointed out that the shock is relative- 
j greater than in tcinpeTate climates, 
that the abstraction of heat during 
the proces-s can lie but ill 
aiVorded, 
and that the depression of tempera­ 
ture induced is diincult to 
reeo\cr 
from. 
It i- iilso insisted 
on 
that 
neither the cii\ iilatory nor the respira­ 
tory organs respond to tlie stiinuhis, 
and that, especially in the 
case 
of 
those who are “ aettinir on*’ in vear>, 
tl^e digestive organs may he congest-d 
to a dangerous extent. 
We think t!mt all this is verv true, 
blit that it is true for a very 
large 
number of people who live in tein])c.r. 
ate climes as vrell as for those whose 
lives are passed in the tropics. iMany 
people who have, as they would say, 
been ‘‘alwavs accustomed*’ to tak*'^ a 
cold tub every morning continue the 
habit long after it would better have 
been given up. 
They do this partly 
because it is a habit, and partly be­ 
cause thc3’ dislike the confession of 
getting old which seems to be involved 
in giving up the customs of their more 
youthful days. But we are quite clear 
that unless good reaction very quickly 
follows a cold hath, and follows 
it 
without much "^toweling,” siicli tub­ 
bing is very often injurious. 
When­ 
ever a man has to ^h’lib himself warm,’* 
or when he finds he is not right again 
until after his breakfast, he mav feel 
6ure that his tub is doing him harm, 
and that he would do better to take a 
warm bath, finishing off with a rapid 
sponge over with cold water.— Lon­ 
don Hospital.

OLD LONDON. 


Relics and Landmarks to be Registered 
and Preserv ed. 
Although our British metropolis 
has been greatly iriijiroved during the 
last half century^ both as regards sani- 
*Ji.tion and architectural beautv, the 
cost, in the loss of many picturesque 
features and buildings of historic in- 
terest, lias been very great. 
Builders, 
speculators, vestries, ami those who 
have to do with this exchange of new 
things for old rather pride themselves 
upon having no sentimental feeling 
about relics of past times and past 
phases of life, and these have too oft­ 
en been swept away without a regret. 
Happily this will be so no 
longer. 
* Some years ago the late William iMor- 
ris organized a society to ])rotect an­ 
cient buildings, and in connection 
O 
' 
with this society a committee was ap­ 
pointed for the purpose of compiling 
a register of old things worth.preserv­ 
ing, and beauty spots liable to be de­ 
faced “within an area comprising a 
large ])art of greater London. It may 
he a building, an open space, a beauti- 
tree, or even a signboard. 
Th e 
‘ item, whatever it be, is catalogued, 
and its description is accompanied by 
careful plans, drawings, and photo­ 
graphs. 
More than this, the commit­ 
tee have obtained the recognition of 
the I>ondon county council, and the 
outcome of this is that a permanent 
body has been ajqioioted to make a 
register or list of buildings of historic 
or architectural interest. 
It is still 
more satisfactory to learn that by an 
act passed this session Hie council has 
acquired power to purchase or pro­ 
vide for the maintenance of buildings 
or places which come under the same 
de scription.— Chambers’ Journal.

A peasant woman, residing

was tried for th e niurdLr of lier h us­ 
band. 
Th e evidence against h er was 
conclusive, and it was th own bey ond 
all doubt ll.at sh e h ad administered 
to h im th e } oison 
wh ich 
about h is tragic dcmi.^(c 
Owing, h owever, to th e very pecul­ 
iar vijews of French juries, a verdict 
of “Guilty with extenuating circum­ 
stances" was arrived at, ami th e only 
penalty meted out to th e woman was 
a few month s’ imprisonment. On h er 
release from jail sh e was sough t in 
marriairo bv a man well known to th e 
police for h aving committed almost 
every crime in th e calendar. He told 
h er th at h e h ad been much struck bv 
•/ 
h er demeanor in th e dock, and th at 
h e h ad, in fact, fallen in love with 
h er wh ile on h er trial. 
Th e writer 
does not know if matrimony ensued, 
but presumably it did. 
A more striking case even th an th e 
foregoing was th at wh ich occurred in 
th e United States, wh ere 
a 
well- 
known forger was being tried for a 
series of forgeries committed on 
a 
leading bank. During th e trial it u as 
noticed th at an exceeding!v prettv 
o *' 
1 
y oung woman was seated in th e court 
daily , h er ey es being fixed on 
th e 
prisoner th rough out th e proceedings, 
wh ile wh enever th eir glances 
met 
sh e smiled on h im 
encouragingly . 
Unfortunately , h er encouraging sup­ 
port was soon with dravrn from th e 
gentleman in th e dock, for on th e lost 
day of th e trial slie was obsen'od to 
be picking pockets, and next morning 
sh e occupied a position in tlie identi­ 
cal spot wh ere th e otJier prisoner liad 
stood th e day previously . 
TJic forger was sentenced to a con­ 
siderable term of imprisonment, th e 
girl escaping with a sligh t punish ­ 
ment, and wh en th e two sentences 
were completed th e prisoners were 
joined in h oly wedlock, th eir wedding- 
taking place amid much festivity . It 
is to 
be h oped 
th at matrimony 
launch ed th em on newer and lietter 
way s, and th at th e beginning of nup­ 
tial bliss was th e end of nefarious 
misdeeds. 
Anoth er rath er interesting instance 
-of a criminal wh o h ad become en­ 
amored of anoth er criminal is t.h e fol­ 
lowing: 
A y oung Dutch woman was 
sentenced in Amsterdam to undergo a 
'term of imprisonment for certain dia­ 
mond frauds wh ich h ad been con­ 
ducted in th e most skillful maiinei. 
'On th e completion of h er punislimcni 
sh e received a letter from a notorious 
diamond robber, wh o was at th e timi 
th e terror of every j’eweler, th e lettci 
asking h er to become h is wife, 
lie 
declared th at h er talent was so great 
th at h e would rath er h ave h er as a 
spouse th an as a proCessioiial rival; 
but* fortunately perh aps for society , 
fady was unresponsive, and th e 
nion did not come off. 
In th is ease 
proiessional admiration was, doubt­ 
less, more to th e fore in prompting 
th e marriage offer th an th e dictates 
of Cupid. 
In American prisons convicts wh o 
h ave beh aved with decorum during 
th e major part of th eir imprisonment 
are permitted great liberty during th e 
latter portion of th eir sojourn th ere, 
and, strange as it may seem, marriages 
even are allowed between th e male 
and female offenders, providing th eir 
conduct h as been such as to warrant 
th e indulgence. 
It is, th erefore, no 
uncommon occurrence to iind bur­ 
glars espousing lady pickpockets, and 
criminals of every sh ade and descrip­ 
tion intermingling th eir 
destinies 
with in th e prison gates. 
In th is connection a pleac-ing story 
occurs to th e writers mind, of th e 
truth of wh kh h e is assured. A cer­ 
tain y oung convict, wh o h ad fallen 
into evil u ay s more th rough weakness 
of ch aravter th an th rough inh erent 
wickedness, fell in love with a female 
prisoner of great personal attractions, 
and wh o h ad been sent to prison for 
some trifling offense. Th ey were mar­ 
ried sh ortly before th ey quitted th e 
establish ment, and from th at day on­ 
ward th e two renounced th eir erring 
way s, and became model members of 
society . 
In America th ere is alway s 
abundant opportunity h eld out to 
th ose criminals wh o wish to do better, 
and it was th us with th e two of th is 
episode. 
Perh aps no case of love- 
making between a couple of law­ 
breakers h as ever ended more satis- 
factorilv for all concerned.— London 
Tit-Bits. ^
